QSF planning a combined 
National League entry 


THE Queensland 
Soccer Federation 
is set to enter a 
combined team in 
next year’s Natio- 
nal League. 

A task force has 
been formed to investi- 
gate the interest for 
such a team within 
Queensland and the 
available avenues of 
gaining a federation- 
backed side entry into 
the 1990 summer NSL’ 
season. 

The taskforce, 
headed by QSF Presi- 
dent Wallace Dann 
and vice-president 
Ross Melville, has be- 
gun canvassing major 
Queensland corporate 
identities and has 
placed advertisements 
in newspapers calling 
for submissions on 
how the team should 
operate. 

While there has 
been strong pushes 
from various quarters 
for a ‘Brisbane Un- 
ited’’ entry in this 
year’s inaugural sum- 
mer soccer season, the 
QSF officials are ada- 
mant they have no in- 
tention of rushing their 
plans. 

“If we are going to 
do this, we have got 
one chance to do it 
properly,’’ Melville 
said. 

“To attempt to get a 
team going in time 
for 1989 would be pre- 
mature and amateur- 
ish, but we are 100 per- 
cent on 1990,” 

A questionnaire was 
sent last week to all 
QSF-member clubs 
and affiliates seeking 
their initial views for a 
combined Queensland 
entry to the NSL to 
compensate for the 
void created by the re- 
legation of National

League foundation 
members Brisbane 
City and Lions back 
into the local competi- 
tion. 

Melville said the 
taskforce would seek 
as many views as possi- 
ble before any kind of 
structure or format 
was considered. 


“We are trying to 
keep as open-minded 
as we can on this issue 
and certainly at this 
stage do not want to 
hinder any single 
club’s ambitions of 
gaining an NSL posi- 
tion themselves,” he 
said. 

“But should our in- 
vestigations discover 

the majority opin- 
ion within the Federa- 
tion is a club entry in 
the NSL is not in the 
code’s best interests, 
then a combined team 
will be formed. 

“At this stage I am 
not fully convinced 
that everyone is be- 
hind a combined entry, 
but at the same time I 
don't believe the con- 
cept and opportunities 
we are talking about is 
fully understood.” 

‘Melville believes the 
NSL's decision to 
switch to summer from 
this year will be the 
greatest boon to soccer 
in decades. 

This is a wonderful 
opportunity,” he said.

“We can play games in 
the evenings without 
competition from 
other sports while our 
own strength, our 
numbers playing the 
game, will be free to 
watch rather than 
being committed to 
their own matches as 
they are now on winter 
weekends.” 

Melville conceded 
that no avenue yet ex- 
isted for a combined 
Queensland entry into 
the NSL, but Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation 
chairman Ian Brusasco 
has urged the QSF to 
push ahead. 


“If Queensland can 
come up with a good 
enough proposal, I am 
sure there would be 
considerable support 
to include such a team 
in the national com- 
petition,” he said. 

“Over the coming 
months it is my inten- 
tion to work closely 
with the National 
League to examine 
ways of improving and 
consolidating the com- 


petition. I feel confi- 
dent that will include 
opening avenues to ex- 
tend the league into 
states such as Queens- 
land.” 


In the meantime, 
any hopes of Queens- 
land representation in 
the inaugural summer 
season rest with 
whichever local club 
wins the XXXX 
League this season. 


Brisbane City have 
indicated that if they 
gain the chance they 
will definitely attempt 
to go back into the 
NSL alone, while cur- 
rent XXXX League 
Pacesetters North Star 
and Brisbane Lions are 
a little more cautious. 
Lions in particular

Autocratic — but no 
closed shop intended

and you simply cannot 
get that with a large 
executive. 

“It will not be a 
closed shop. These 
commissioners will be 
reporting back three 
times a year and can be 
voted out.” 

He said that one of 
the tasks of the new 
body would be to try to 
find sponsorships to 
cover losses made by 
the various national 
teams. 

“We have had a 
tremendous internatio- 
nal commitment in re- 
cent years. The natio- 
nal team played 22 
games in 1988 as part 
of our preparations for 
the Olympic Games 
and the World Cup — 
that is getting towards 
the kind of program 
you could expect from 
a club side. 

“But there are 
other areas of expendi- 
ture. The national 
youth team is costing 
us $250,000 and does 
not return us any in- 
come; the under 16 
team is non-income 
producing, and now 
we are going to have to 
look at future Olympic 
Games teams as under 
23 sides where the in- 
come possibilities’ will 
probably be limited. 

“And all this means 
we have a special case 
with the Government. 
There is no code that 
has to participate at all 
these levels; there is no 
sport that needs so 
many top level coaches 
and back-up facilities 
— and there is no sport 
which puts so much 
into helping our 
nearest Pacific neigh- 
bours such as Papua 
New Guinea, Western 
Samoa and Fiji.

The tournament is 
the single largest admi- 
nistrative exercise 
which has ever been 
undertaken by the 
Scottish Football 
Association, and the 
SFA is sure that the 
people of Scotland will 
turn out to support the 
matches next June. 

The games will be 
spread across the 
country and, with the 
co-operation of the 
Scottish Schools’ FA, 
it is intended to make 
this not only a specta- 
cle of football, but also 
an educational exer- 
cise as well. 


Contact has been 
made with various 
education authorities 
around the country in 
order to stimulate the 
interest of schoolchil- 
dren in the countries 
whose players will be 
coming to live and play 
in their area of Scot- 


land. 

The schoolchildren 
have been encouraged 
to adopt countries and 
to participate in pro- 
jects built around their 
history and culture. 

In this way football 
can be used to capture 
the interest of the chil- 
dren and, hopefully, at 
the same time, the 
tournament generally 
will benefit from this 
interest. 

The group matches 
will be played as “dou- 
ble headers” at the re- 
spective stadia and the

admission prices for all 
matches, right up to 
and including the final 
tie, will be the same — 
$2, $4 and $6 depend- 
ing upon the particular 
part of the ground 
from which spectators 
wish to view the 
match. 

In order to central- 
ise much of the admi- 
nistration, the 12 
teams which will play 
in the Dundee, Eding- 
burgh and Glasgow/ 
Motherwell groups, 
will be based at Stirling 
University, which is 
less than an hour's 
drive from each of 
these venues. 

The teams in the 
Aberdeen group, like 
Australia — will be 
based in Aberdeen 
itself. 

If the previous two 
tournaments can be 
used as a yardstick, 
Scotland is in for a 
carnival of football.

NEGATIVE TACTICS 


PADDY ROSS’ proposal has my support as a 
way of curbing this one aspect of unsporting 
behaviour by professional players. 

It is not likely to be a burden on the referees 
and linesmen, who already have enough to worry 
about. 


However, I fear that such a rule change will 
lead to new methods of time-wasting, such as the 
disgusting ‘ball by the corner flag’ ploy used by 
Barcelona in the 1986 European Cup final. 

Two defenders screened the ball “legally” in 
the last few feet beside the flag for nearly two 
minutes, obtaining a free-kick for getting kicked 
‘on the leg by an opponent, from which they just 
carried on in the corner! 


A wide interpretation of the law 12.5(b) will be 
needed, and needs to be enforced. 

It states: a goalkeeper who “indulges in tactics 
which in the opinion of the referee are designed 
merely to hold up the game and thus waste 
time” shall be penalised. 

‘This could be made to apply to the field players 
also, who at present can only be caught under the 
section of being guilty of ungentlemanly conduct, 
for which a caution is also prescribed (so the 
referees don't apply it very often, more’s the

TIME-WASTING 


I'M of the opinion that the four steps rule for 
goalkeepers damaged more than helped the 
fluency of the game. 

But I would object to any rule which encour- 
ages more 50/50 balls (or may I call them hospital 
balls?). 

‘The rule you propose (that the ‘keeper, after 
taking the ball in his hand, must not do so again 
until it has been played by an opponent) will take 
us back to the English style (which is lagging 20 
years behind the rest of the world!) by producing 
more 50/50 balls. 

Furthermore, time-wasting is like any other 
tactic such as 4-4-2, defensive play or long balls. 

It is legitimate, and requires a certain skill to 
play.

knock-out series in the 
final weeks.

Saturday games vital 


STATE League 
clubs NSw, 
particularly those 
in Second and 
Third Division, are 
all rather con- 
cerned by the 
Federation's re- 
cent directive that 
games lost due to 
bad weather be 
made up on week 
nights and at the 
earliest possible 
date. 

Club officials have 
been informed that the 
backlog of fixtures is 
causing the administra- 
tion some anguish, 

That may well be so, 
but not nearly as much 
pain as clubs them- 
selves must feel at the 
thought of losing valu- 
able revenue by com- 
plying with the Federa- 
tion’s ruling. 

Clubs would like to 
arrange at least some 
of their games as dou- 
ble-headers in an 
effort to maximise can- 
teen and gate takings 
and minimise ground 
hire costs. 

To stage midweek 
games, most clubs 
must hire outside 
grounds and restrict 
playing to a time when 
the crowd is unlikely to 
spend freely on re- 
freshments. 

Furthermore, the 
cost of lighting must be 
covered and all this 
additional expenditure 
is playing havoc with 
club operating 
budgets. 

It seems that every 
club) which has 
approached the State 
League administrators 
about playing make-up 
games on a Saturday 
has been told the same 
story. 

That is, that referees 
are not available to 
cover any extra games 
on that day, due to a 
shortage of numbers. 

Tt does seem hard to 
believe that referees 
would not co-operate 
in helping to clear the 
backlog, by volunteer- 
ing for a few Saturday 
matches, after our 
terrible run with the 
weather. 

After all, players 
don’t like playing both 
days either, but 
circumstances this sea- 
son are unprecedented 
and they will, in many 
cases, have to make 
sacrifices themselves, 
in the interests of the 
game.

Is this the situation 
the authorities really 
want, or could some- 
thing be done to per- 
suade the referees to 
make themselves avail- 
able for just a few 
additional dates? 

Perhaps if the re- 
ferees were aware of 
the difficulty clubs 
have in restaging fix- 
tures midweek they 
would be quite sym- 
pathetic.

Decisions, decisions... 


A referee needs to 
make many deci- 
sions throughout a 
game and, of 
course, he won't 
always be right. 

The decisions made 
won't always be wrong 
either, and in fact if 
one is really honest ab- 
out it a large majority 
of them will be correct. 
Then, you might 
say, where does that 
leave the spectator? 

Stangely enough, 
where the spectator 
and referee disagree 
over a decision, it is 
still possible for both 
of them to be correct. 

Making decisions on 
incidents that occur 
during a game are not 
always as black-and- 
white matters as many 
believe. 

Let us have a look at 
what the referees’ 
chart has to say about 
referees making deci- 
ions on the more se- 
rious fouls. 

Referees refer to 
them as the nine penal 
offences, because once 
we stop play for any- 
one of them we must 
restart play with a di- 
rect free-kick, or a 
penalty if it was com- 
mitted by a defender 
within his own penalty 
area. 


The opening words 
of Law 12 which covers 
fouls and misconduct 
reads: “A player who 
intentionally commits 
any of the following 
offences”. 


Then later on it says 


“correct application 
depends on the re- 
feree’s ability to make 
up his mind whether or 
not a player's action is 
INTENTIONAL” 


A decision by a re- 
feree in respect to the 
penal offences is his 
‘own opinion, based on 
his knowledge of the 
laws of the game and 
experience as a 
teferee, 

So it is a case of if in 
the OPINION of the 
referee a payer IN- 
TENTIO NALLY 
commits etc 

It is at th oint that 
I see there ». a chance 
when both referee and 
spectator ould be 
right on some of the 
decisions made even if 
they differ. 

As the law requires 
a referee to determine 
intent when making a 
decision, it is therefore 
very. possible for two

THE tug-of-war between FIFA and the
